I took passage from Lircrricol on a fine look- 
ing English liner, aud we hoped to make ttie 
ruutoNeiT Yurk inside of twenty daja. Jt 
was during llie Irish exodus which was it its 
height some fife ;ear» since, and we bad at 
least two hundred passengers of that nationali- 
ty in ibe ship, nilb about twenty cabin paa- 
sengera." Tlie ship, however, was a large and 
well formed veasel, aod I »ir no reaaoo; on a 
casual vxouiiitaiion, whjr &be would not prove 
reasonably comfortable. — I had made the- out- 
ward trip in a steamer, and cbos* a sailing ves- 
sel »n iny return, for sake of tbts varietj il 
would offoid. 

Scarcely had wir discharged the pilot and 
l-iirlj' laid our ccuraer, befunr I saw unmistak- 
able cTideucetbal iu us/ choice of a vessel I 
had probably beeu Uuforluuate* Fro ,'n o aO\ue* 
what eitonM've experience: with the sea and 
the bclooginga of a abin. I naturally found 
ui) self at tbti outset, inclined lo obverve the 
chaiarler of the captain, othecra and 'i'rew lo 
ttie safely of wh'i»c inaua^fiueot so larj(e a 
iiumbir of huinin beiugvhjd *:iii,ruaUd.. tbein- 
(elves. The captain alone.seniied to po.vsess 
a degree of inlelligeuce wlueii bis aiatiuu dc« 
maudeu, while his mates' I saw not one who 
looked outwardly a* though fitted for. a Mation 
nf trust. Indeed, the Krai otTicer I was satis- 
fied was three-foui lbs inloiicated froin the very 
outset, and continued so Ibe end of. the voy- 
age. 

The crew were honest e uougli , as such ships' 
companies go, and uuder proper lead & disci- 
pline would doubtless have done well under 
any ordinary circumstances. To balance this 
apparent want of excellence in the crew and 
ullicera, the r.hip itself was a staunch eight- 
hundred ton liner, of a fine model, nearly new, 
and tbi? only her second voyage. Kveiything 
about her worked easily, and she steer like a 
pilot boat. Consoling myself with these re- 
flections I resolved lo be watchful and hope 
for the beat, but would much have preferred 
to be on dry laud than taking passage in a ship 
the akill of whose officers 1 distrusted. 

The cabin passengers were soon pleaunlly 
acquainted with each other, and the lime' part- 
ed agreeably lor some eight days in Ihe play- 
ing of games, card*, chatting, etc, I was 
particularly pleased I tvitb the appearance of one 
couple, a lady of some nineteen years, and a 
gentleman ol perhaps Iwenty-two. — From 
casual observation, I could easily malc,e out a 
story connecled wilh ibem. The |ady and 
her father, a wealthy New York retired mer- 
chant, were on their way home alter a few 
months' travel upon the continent and the 
young gentleman; also un American, who had 
doubtless made thetr acquaintance somewhere 
abroad, was returning in their company exer- 
cised with the lenderest sentiments towards Ihe 
daughter. Kurthir than tbti, it >vas also easily 
discernible that the father from some cause 
looked coldly upon the advanced that wera r«.

Whether Ibe obvious propriety of these 
orders struck the male, I cannot say J but they 
weie iustanlly obeyed. Young Hammond 
himself, seising a deck trumpet, issued ihe ue- 
cessary directions in detail, and with that firm 
and calm decision thai inspired every. soul wilh 
entire confidence.— The ship was ill the lime 
of the accident under double-reefed lop saiU, 
reefed courses, jib and spanker, running al the 
rale of twelve knot*, the wind abeam ; const- 
qhently, before these orders wetc, accomplish,- 
ed Ihe hatch on which ihe captain was floating 
was nearly two miles dead to windward of the 
ship, which had drifted to leeward.
